THE FISCAL YEAR SHOWS A FALL- 
ING OFF IN RECBIPTS, 


Oiber News From the Capital—Notes From the De- 
partments—The President’s Movemente—Going 
to New YorkK- Plain Talk toa Colorado 
Delegatipn— Washington Notes. 


Wasninctoy, May 28.—Collections of inter- 
pal revenue for the first tem months of the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1585, as com- 
pared with collections during the correspond- 
ing period of the fiscal year endéd June 30th, 
1884, were as follows: From spirits, 1854, 
463,104 740; 1885, $56,126,345, decrease $6,973,- 


395; from tobacco, 1884, $21,349,899; 1885, 
$21,417,536, increase $67,637 ; from 
fermented liquors, 1884, $14,227,800; 1885, 


$14,393,735, increase $165,935; from miscella- 
neous, 1584, $519,863; 1885, $226,802, decrease 
$293,021; aggregate receipts 18584, $99,202,302 ; 
1885 $92,164,417, decrease $7,037,585. 

The eggregate receipts for April, 1885, were 
$1,141,832 less than during the same month of 
1884, 

The secretary of the treasury has issued a 
circular to customs officers announcing that 
the appropriation for defraying the expenses 
of collecting the revenue from customs: will 
be exhausted by necessary payments 
for the month of May, 1885, and section 3679, 


that no department of the government shall 
expend in any one fiscal year any sum in ex- 
cess of the appropriations made by congress 
for that fiscal year, or involve the government 
in any contract for future payment of money 
in excess of such appropriations.

“THE RED DEVILS. 


WHO ARE MURDERING WHITES 
ON THE FRONTIER. 


Squaws Said to be Agsistingin the Bloody Work- 
Miners and Settlers Coming Into the Military 
Posts tor Protection 1 Orook Or- 
Gering His Mentothe Pursuit. 


Denver, Col., May 28.—A special to the 
News from Sliver City says a dispatch from 
Fort Bayard reports that the Indians are leav- 
ing their reservation daily. The number of 
Indians who have been killing whites during 
the last ten days is said by military authori- 
ties to be only 134—34 bucks, 8 half-grown 
boys and 92 squaws. Outside reports indicate 
that there are many more. The news from 
northwest says that several men have been 
killed in the Black mountain country. Oat- 
breaks are expected from the Mescataro agen- 
cy. Captain Smith, of the Fourth cavalry, 
who followed the Indians from the reserva- 
tion, passed through Qilver City yesterday on 
their way to Fort Bayard. In a fight 
at Devils Park one Indian was killed, 
one soldier and one Indian scout were wound- 
ed. Captain Smith routed the Indians and 
captured 200 rounds of ammunition and nine 
ponies. General Bradley, who is now at Fort 
Bayard, has ordered two troops of the Tenth 
cavalry after the Indians, who are reported to 
be on the upper Gila river. Later advices are 
to the effect that the Indians are breaking up 
into small parties and scattering through the

MUTILATING THEIR VICTIMS. 

Tucson, Arizona, May 28.—A special to the 
Star irom Deming says: “The Indians have 
scattered in small bands in different parts of 
southern New Mexico, mostly in the vicinity 
of the Black mountains. More than thirt 
citizens are reported to have been killed. 
Many of their bodies were mangled beyond 
recognition. Last evening the Indians were 
reported in the vicinity of Cook’s peax, fitteen 
miles northwest of Deming. The greatest 
excitement prevails inthe settlements along 
the Gilariver. No Indians have been killed 
or captured since the outbreak. General Crook 
is on his way here to relieve General Bradley. 
He is expected to arrive Saturday morning. 
Miners and ranchmen are coming in from all 
directions. Much dissatisfaction is expressed 
concerning the action of the troops. 

GERONIMO DEFEATED. 

SItver City, N. M., May 28.—A report has 
reached here that a small detachment of the 
Tenth cavairy encountered Chief Geronimo 
and his band of Apaches in Cook’s canon, 
through which the Indians were endeavoring 
to ercape to Mexico. The hostiles were driven 


wounded. Owing to the small number of the 
troops the Indians were not pursued. This 
detachment is trying to effecta junction with 
two companies of the Fourth cavalry, when 
active pursuit will be made. The Apaches 
bave been joined bya number of Utes and 
Navajoes, andtheir band is composed of 
nearly 200 warriors. The Indians retreated 
toward Diamond creek, where women num- 
bering nearly one hundred, preceded them. 
GENERAL CROOK ON THE SITUAUION.

The Money Not Yet Baised, end the Peopla 
Not Moving inthe Matter—Other News 
Prom Macon—Personal, tc, 


Macon. Ga, May 28 —{Speeial ]—Just-now the 
euestion that is agitating Macon people is, Shall 
the state fair be held heremext fall, or not? As is 
well known, Macon has the finest fair grounds and 
rece track in the state, with all the buildings 
needed for agricultural and mechanical exhibi- 
tions. Heretofore the fairs held. her2 
have invariably brought © large crowds 
to the city, and these crowds have leit with 
Macon merchants sums varying from fifty thou- 
sand to a hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The 
egricultural society has usually required the city 
to pey two thousand or twenty five hundred doi- 
lars towards defraying the expenses of holding the 
{aire, and the money has been casily raised uatil 
the present year. 

Just why the amount required by the agricult- 
nrel coctety this year cannot be raised is difficult 
io Geteimine. Whilethecity is somewhat con- 
servative, it cannot truthfully be said that it is 
unprogressive. The amount required, two thous- 
and fve hundred dollars, is not large, and there 
sro two or three business men here who, if they 
would, could quickly and easily pay it all. Sev- 
epteen burdred dollars have been subscribed, but 
it eeeme imporsible to secure the remainder. 

THE CONSTITUTION’s correspondent interviewed 
a number of business men to-day, and found them 
all anxious to have the fair held here, but entirely 
unable to say why the amount required by the 
ggricultural socicty had not been raised. One 
gentleman said that he thought the indifference 
about the matter was due mainly to the fact that 
there is an impression abroad that the fair will be 
bela whether the money is raised or not. 

Colone! E. C. Greer, secretary of the agricultural 
rociety, was seen on Mulberry street, and asked to 
give his opinion on the subject. 

“J cannot understand why the money has not 
been raised,’’ he said, “Macon people certainly 
haven't lost al! pride in their city, and yet it looks- 
bad thaten enterprise as important as the state 
fair should be allowed toslip into the possession 
of some other city.”’ 

‘It is said, colonel,’ remarked the correspond- 
ent, ‘that the agricultural society will hold the 
fair whether the money is raised or not’’ 

‘Thatisa mistake,’’ the colonel replied. “The 
etate fair committee proposed to the mayor and 
council of Macon to hold ‘the fair here next fall, 
provided the citizens would raise $2,500 for defray- 
ing expenses. My understanding is that unless 
the money is raised no fair will 
pe held. While ] am correcting 
mistakes, let me correct another. It seems to be 
generally understood thatif the citizens raise the 
twenty-five huncred dollars, the state fair will be 
permanently located in Macon, and no more 
money will be asked for. This is a great mistake, 
The state fair committee proposed to 
the mayor and council to locate the fairs in Ma- 
con permanently, under certain conditions. In 
reply to the proposition, Mayor Price said that he 
and council could make no bargains that would 
bind their successors, and further consideration 
of the matter was not entered into’. 

From thts interview it may be understood that 
unless Macon raises the entire amount asked for, 
no fair will be held here next fall. The failure 
would be a serious loss to Macon, and might rea 
sult in her losing the fairs altogether. A member 
of the agricultural society said to-day that if fhe 
fair was not held next fall there was no doubt but 
that the fairs would hereafter be held in Atlanta, 
or in some city other than Macon. 

It surely cannot be that the people of Macon 
will sutler the fair to go to another city, and it is 
earnestly hoped that the remainder of the twenty-

The judgment of the court was that Marston be 
taken to the lunatic asylum, and there held under 
the laws of the state in such cases provided, Tae 
main statute referred to is that Marston should 
remain in the asylum until released by a special 
act of the general astembly. 

It was nothing but the assurrance given the 
people, by tle court and lawyers, when the verdict 
was rendered, that Marston would be kept in per- 
peiual security, that prevented our people from 
adopting measures of theirown. Where Marston 
ie, isnot known.

HALF-A-DOLLAR ISLAND. 


The story of How Uncle Saudy Waghes Made 
an Islend.,

Many yeers ago by an unsuccessful attempt 
to divert the water in a large bend of Coody’s 
creek into a straight channel, an isolated piece 
of land was found which goes by the name of 
the Half a-Dollar -island.. Its name origina: 
ted from this circumstance: 

Old “Uncle vege, Hughes once had it 
planted in cotton and having been to look at it 
one day told his wife it was so good that it was 
worth a halt dollar just to see it.

Some years ago 3 bocr had this spot 
planted in corn. It proved well adapted ; the 
corn thrived.and bid fair to turm out a hand- 
some harvest. As soon as thecorn thrived, 
however, the boor took to eo and the 
more it thrived the more asted, till at 
length his neighbors became heartily wearied 
med disgusted with his song and set to devising 
achemes by which they might silefice him. 

The result was a report soon sprang up that 
an old Indian chief had been seen to come up 
out of the mound and utter angry imprecations 
on the head ofthe one who was desecrating that 
sacred ground. To this rumor was added wild 
conjectures such as that spells would be practi. 
ced on the boor; be would be caught and 
beaten by witches, his corn or himself be spir- 
ited away, or some such sad fate would befall 
him. hese rumors and conjectures beiog 
every day exaggerated, filled his mind with 
dread and apprebension so great that ho grew 
afraid to go near the mound. Having ar- 
ranged everything in readiness for thei 
scheme, however, our friends, some of his 
neighbors, one evening by taunts of cowardice, 
sueceeded in getting the boor to go and look 
after his corn. Ashe stepped on the island he 
seemed as if on enchanted ground. He looked 
about him wildly and proceeded slowly toward 
the mound, trembling in every limb as if in 
reality going to meet some su rnatural being, 
How did it affect him, then, when in the 
midst of his corh suddenly from out of the 
ground arose a painted old Indian chief before 
him and confronted him with these words: 
‘(How dare you pale face thus to desecrate this 
sacred ground with your accursed corn.’ The 
boor vouchsafed no reply, nor waited to hear 
more, but turning on his heel fled as fast as 
his feet would carry him. 

Aiter this it was all our friends could do to 
prevail with him again to visit the mound: it 
was only with the promise to go along with 
him and stand by him to the last in any mis- 
fortune. When they reached there they found 
the corn all vanished; nosign remained but 
a pile of shucks and stalks over the hole out of 
which the old chief had arisen.

Business Men in Ounventioa, 
From the Boston Globe. 

In the course of the national commercial con- 
yention just held at Atlanta the questions of re- 
ciprocity treatics and a national bankrupt law 
developed ° unexpecied interest. The general 
opinion seemed to be that whether or not recip- 
rocity afforded the best means of securing foreiga 
markets for our gocds, reciprocity or something 
else should be adopted which would secure such 
markets, and that quickly. Mr. W. T. Sutherlin, 
of Virginia, appears to have expressed the eb wae 
ing sentiment of the convention in the following 
remparks: 

“Ten years ago iron rails were worth $56; to-day, 
only $16. The foreign demand for our agricaltural 
products has been forestailed by high protective 
tarifis,and all branches of manufacturing are 
stagnent for the reason ofthe over suppiy of man- 


ufactured goods on band. What have we to ex- 


‘pect in the way ofrelicf? Letus not cry ‘‘Over- 
roduction!’’ Let us have honest, intelligent 
Oreign representatives, who shall make such 

treaties as shall comprehend a mutual interchange 
of our productions, The trouble is we 
have no commercial fleet. Only 7 percent of our 
agricultural and mauuiactured products are ex- 
ported. This is because we have no ships. Shall 
we stop our labors, that over-productioa may be 
remeaied by our consuming our surplus in idle- 
ness? Give us governmental assistance in baild- 
ing &@ Commercial marine, until American yessels 
shall be able to transport our productions to the 
markets of the world and bring back exchange 
commerce,”’ 

Several of the speakers inclined to the opinion 
that proper reciprocity treaties with the Mexican 
and south American republics would furnish suf. 
ficient avenues for the disposal of all our surplus 
ate ce without any such arrangements with 

uropean countries. It is noticeable, however,that 

‘they cared little where the goods went, so long as 

they could be disposed of at a fair profit. 

On the question ofa national bankrupt law the 
vote of the convention was very significant. It 
has been charged that the business men of the 
west and south were opposed tosuch a law. The 
vote of the delegates indicated exactly the con- 
trary. The question ‘Does the public interest re 
quire the enactment of a uniform bankrupt law?’’ 
was discussed in all its bearings, and was decided 
in the affirmative by a vote of 283 to 153. Eastern 
business men may well infer from this straw that 
the much wished for law will be passed at no very 
distantday Sentimentinits favor seems to be 
constantly increasing.

Barnesville Gazette: About forty years ago the 
court house which now stands in tne center of the 
beautiful square of Zebulon, was built, The dasi- 
ness bouses fronting towards and situated mainly 
on public square, were built of wood and atranged 
couventientiy for the various Dusinesses conducted 
therein, and occupied by a substautial aud liberal 
class of bus.ness men. Thus equipped the county 
seat of Pike presented an inviting welcome tothe 
many weary travellers as they sojourned from east 
to westand back again, in search of new 
homes beyond the Chattahoochee 
river. Two hotels were constantly open for the 
public, which added much to tue inducing of 
strangers to tarry with us for the night who were 
always treated with becoming nospitality, equal 
perhaps to any of thatday. The mercantile aud 
other businesses of the town was not very heavy 
but conducted and sustained by a substantial 
trade, sufficient to keep several houses in success- 
ful operation. The citizens were mainly of the 
bighest grade of society. Such as the Neals, 
Daniels, Manghams, Wells, Mitchells, Martins, 
Blocdwerths, Johnsons, Reeves, Cald- 
wells, Westmorelands, the Greens, 
otheis equally worthy of men: 
tion. Some of these are yet prominentin the 
state, while the descendants of the mostef them 
are noted for their sobriety, enterprise and well 
to doin life. These people, while not so zealously 
picus as fome Other communities, supported two 
churehes and one flourishing mixed school, and 
were notorious for their urbanity and kindness. 
That was Zebulon forty years ago when we cast 
our lot with this good people, Twenty years passed 
rapidly by without much changeor casualty, ex 
cept now and then death would deprive her of 
one of her jewels, bringing grief and 
mourning to the whole community 
for then when one died everybody went to the 
burial and all mourned together. Al the interest 
we bad in railroads was to listen to the rambling 
of the train as it passed at a distance of nine miles, 
the nearest point to our town, and to travel on 
time in going toand reiurning from Barnesville 
in order to prevent contact with the engine. Thus 
we lived and were content, baving no iorevodings 
of trouble, until the sun began to set on our pros- 
perity and happiness, leaving us to grope our way 
in the dark under the dreadful realities of civil 
war, never toriseand sbine on that péople as 
aforetime. 

Dr. W. H. Feiton, in the last issue of the Car- 
tersville Courant, makes some timely remarks 
anent the action of the commercial convention, 
held in this city. He says: 

We have never been greatly impressed with the 
disinterested wisdom, or the disinterested patriot 
ism of commercial conventions. They nave wis- 
com, butitis the ‘‘wisdom of the serpent’’ sepa- 
rate from the “innocence of the doye.’’ They 
baye assembled together for the purpose of 
considering theirown interest. They push that 
interest, though the means adopted may: conflict 
with the interest of every other avocation in tae 
world. They are supremely selfish. But there 
is ore Comfort,they only talk. 1t is all wind work. 
They have no power to legislate, and happily for 
the country they have but little influence asa 
“Iobby’’ upon state or federal legislation. The 
writer remembers that when congress repealed 
that most unjustand wicked measure, the bank 
rupt law of 1567,there were presented to the house 
of representatives reports of “boards of trade’’aund 
‘“conmmercial conventions’ protesting against 
its repeal and praying for its 
continuance, The writer also re 
members that when congress remonetized silver 
ard madeitalegal tender forall debts. public 
and private, neariy every ‘‘board of trade,’’ and 
every convention calling itself commercial, were 
there by their written reports and their special 
agents protesting against tue coinage of silver and 
demonstrating to their own satisfaction that such 
a measure Would ruin the country; would drive 
all. the gola to Europe, would re- 
duce our bonds to fifty cents in the dol- 
lar, would impoverish tne labor o1 the country, 
would destroy and wreck all our industries, and 
especially would prevent the resumption of specie 
payments. But the representatives of the people 
went on with their duty tothe people. They re- 
pealed the bankrupt law and they remonetized 
silver aud to-day thereis not a disinterested pa- 
tricton the continent who regrets either act. 
Commercial conventions indeed! But it is all 
tax, all wind, all gas. We once heard a sarcastic 
man describing one of these conventions which

MACON AND THE STATE FAIR. 

Several months ago the management of the 
State fair association agreed to hold the next 
fair in the'city of.Macon, provided the sum of 
¥0 thousand five hundred dollars was raised 
by thatcily towards defraying its expenses. 
This seemed a very liberal proposition,and the 
question as to the location of the city in 
which to hold the fair was regarded as set- 
tied. Noone for an instant supposed that 
the amount asked for would mpi be forta- 
coming, and that the merchants and business 
menof Macon would not giadly lend their 
energies towards the successful consumma- 


. tion of an enterprise which must necessarily 
ee eh gregt “benefit to the city in which 


it is operated. The holding of 
a state fair under the auspices of the agricul- 
tural society, in any city in the state, guar- 
antees an immense attendance from all paris 
of the state, and the city which obtains it 
has reason to cdngratulste itself, not only en 
account of the prominence thus given it, but 


more particularly on account of the pecusi- 


ary benefit which invariably results. 

When the state fair was formerly held in 
Atlanta, it was the occasion for a general 
gathering of the smaller merchants of the 
towns iribulary to Atlanta to lay in their 
fall stcck of goods. The city assumed its 
gayest holiday attire, and the occasion was 
annnally anticipated with an interest which 
augued pleasure and promised profit. All 
this was due to the fact that our merchants 
took hold of it as the importance of the cc- 
casion behooved, 


There is no reason why it should not be so - 


now in Macon. Bot it seems as if the under- 
taking must bea failure on account of the 
failure of its citizens to raise the required 
amount of money. Only about eight 
bundred dollars is needed, and though the 
matter has been pending for weeks, it seems 
2s if it will go through by default. 

his is not as it should be, nor is it in keep- 
ing with the spirit of our sister city. Macon 
has spoken for the fair, and she should have 
it. Her business men should respond, and in 
ten minutes settle the question.

CORRECTING SOME LIES. 

In one way ind another, we are hearing a 
good deal of Henry Clews lately.

Ex-Governor 
Bullock cerroberated Clew's statement as regarded 
the Fourth National bank being the financia’, 
agent of the state, and the negotiations of thse 
repudiated bonds of Clew’s & Co. Onthe With of 
June the Georgians will state their side of, the 
case, By procuring the repeal of Superinte ndent 
Hepburn’s order, Georgia expects to be able to 
place their bonds with the savings banks. 

Now, the forgoing telegram is mate up of 
anything but the trath. In the first place, 
the state of Georgia is not moving to have 
the bank superintendent of the State of New 
York repeal his order forbidding savings 
banks from buying state or railroad bonds.

THE JUDGE AND THE JOURNALISTS 

Judge Douglass has seriously crippled 
Memphis journalism by his snmmary digposi- 
tion of a couple of editors. It-will be recol- 
l.cted that scme cays ago Mr. Walker P. 
Kennedy distinguished fhimseif by spitting 
in the face of Mr. G. P. M. Turner; and that 
Turner then drew a pistol. All this occurred 
right under the nose of the honorable court 
and was not oniya tlragrant insult ito the 
Goddess of Justice, but was in direct viola- 
tion of ‘the statute in such cases made and 
provided.’’ The judge rose to the dignity of 
the occasion by fining Mr. Turner fifty dol- 
lars and sending Mr. Kennedy to jail for ten 
days. in the course of his opinion dslivered 
in the Turner case, Jadge Dougiass allnded 
to the gravity of the ofiense of carrying arms 
in the presence of the court, and said: 

‘The offense isin being armed in the presence 
of the court, and this will be so though the arms 
be used in seli-defense, Roman senators with onc 
accord refused to yote tribute demanded by the 
victorious Gaul while arrayed in armsin thesen- 
atechamber, Thesturdy Briton inthe English 
parliament, though largely made of the partisans 
of Cromwell, refused to act upona measure 
long a8 his soldiery remaiued in the chamber. 
And au English court oi barons defiantly resented 
the indignity offered them by King John by in- 
trudipg his Lai berders into their ball and refugod 
to act until their chamber was cleared. 

The French convention of deputies, upon being 
broken in upon by an armed mob seeking to 
coerce their ection, rose as one man, with Lucien 
Bonaparte as their president, and refused to de- 
liberate unti] the expulsion of thearmed mob 
that sought to overawe them,”’ 

Regardless of the wounded feelings of Mr. 
Turner, who was gloomily absorbed in exer- 
cising al] the resources of his mental arithms- 
tic, figuring out the probable profits his lost 
fifty dollars would have yielded if jadici- 
ousiy invested in “futures’’ ora quiet poker 
symposium, the inexorable judge proceeded 
tornb it in by tiring off this parting shot: 

‘All civilized and enlightened people have 
jealously enarded intrusions upon their legislative 
and judicial bodies, and the blessings of law are 
proportioned to the respect of the people to its 
sanctuaries. It may be regarded as axiomatic that 
a Gecadence of respect for the courts is invariably 
folowed and characterized by a carflivalof law- 
lessness and a general demoralization and aban- 
donment.’’

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RED FLAGS IN PARIS. 

France is troubled by fiags. The biack 
fegs of Tonquin were'very distressing, and 
bow the government is pestered by the red 
tlags of Paris.- Of the two, the black tlags 
were less alarming and dangerous to the gov- 
ernment. The red flags do not represent 
merely the anarchists; if they cid, there 
would not be any reason for using the polica 
or military force to disperse them; for the 
men that Rochefort and his brother com- 
munists control are no! to-day as sirong as 
they were fiye or ten years ago, and are far 
weaker than they were fourteen years ago, 
when they held the capiial four months, 
and displayed more crueity, greed and 
destructiveness than could be found elss- 
where in the world on the same area of 
ground. The spirit of the commune aiill 
lives, but it would be harmless to-day in 
France were there no poor people, Times 
are yery hardin Paris. No building of mo- 
ment is going on, and the factories are either 
closed or runnipg on short time. It was the 
unemployed, the riff-raff, if you like, of the 
city, that assembled in Pere la Cnaise on 
Sunday with red banners and witb reyalu- 
tionary cries, There is, however, no real dis- 
content among prosperous people, and the 
gcvernment feels the stremgth of the 
great body that stands behind it, 
Nor is the country growing poorer. 
The country, as a whole, is accumu'ating 
every year a vast sum, and ‘| contains to-day 
the largest number of peop.2 in good circum- 
stances of all the countries of Europe. But 
Paris feels the depression that is almost 
world wide, and her thonsands and tens of 
thousands of day laborers and loafers are 
ready to seize upon any opportunity to de- 
mand a change. 

Undoubtedly they will display their flazs 
when the remains of Victor Hugo are borne 
to the Pantheon ; but if the government does 
not unnecessarily antagonize them, there is 
ro reason to believe thatthe movameut wi'l 
extend beyond an expression of discontent 
on the par: of the unemployed poor of Paris, 
The anarchists hope fora revolution, but they 
will be es, for ae very good reason 


content with the republic as it acide 
Gesire no change either towards ray 
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or towards a monarchy or anempire. Tae 
republic has gained strength all ~iong, and 
no mob in Parisean overthrowit. Assoo24s 
illiteracy is reduced to a low per centage, the 
anarchists will find their accupation who'ly 
gone, and the common schools of the repub- 
lic are rapidly bringing about such a result. 
There is a deal of sense and conservatism 
among the masses of the French people, aud 
they cannot be induced to invite a return of 
the frightful scenes of 1871, The poor of 
Paris, led -by professional agitators, may 
shout themselyes hoarse and may fill the 
streets with red flags, but they will accom 
plish nothing more, because the great ma- 
jority of the people are wholly content to let 
affairs remain as they are. The country 
needs many more years of peace, and liberty, 
and popular edu®ation, and material pros- 
perity ; and then if a nation attempts to over- 
run bherterritory and seize her capital, the 
world will see what republicanism is good 
for. The French republic, we may be sare, 
will survive the red flags and their riotous 
bearers.

Rev, Sam Jones, 

J.8. B,, Auburn, Ala : Please give ashort history 
of Key. Sam Jones, the great evangelist? 

Samuel P: Jones, according to recent newspaper 
statements, was born ian Bartow county, in this 
state. He went to school fora while at Oak Bow- 
ery, Ala. After receiving afair common school 
education he was admiited to the bar and practiced 
law. Having a tough constitution and lively ani- 
mal spirits young Sam naturally drifted along with 
‘the boys’’ and went in for 
a frolic henever the opportunity 
offered. His social nature led him to drink, and 
in the course of time the liquor habit got the upper 
band. At this period of his life he resided at Car- 
ter8ville, Ga, The death of his father and his 
dying edmonitions to him had es powerful effect 
upon the wild and wayward young man. Hesoon 
abandoned his ev:l ways, experienced religion, 
and went to preaching at once. He felt uvable 
to rest or enjoy life until he 
succeeded in persuading his old com- 
panions In sin to follow his example and come 
over ob the Lord’s side. Daring the first few years 
of the young minister’s career his peculiar and 
foreible style of preaching created a sensation at 
humerous’ Campmeetings, and in the country 
towns, but many people shook their heads and 
were slow to pass judgment. Gradually he won 
favor, and the cities began to call for his services, 
In the meantime he was doing splendid work in 
building up the orphan’s home at 
Decatur. Mr, Jones’ pointed and pithy sayings 
began to be quoted ig the newspapers, and he was 
called to distant fields. In Texas, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, the Brooklyn Tabernacle, and other 
places the evangelist worked wonders. Recently 
in Knoxville, Chattanooga and Nashville he has 
conducted the most successful revivals ever known 
in those cities, and is stfi] going on with the work. 

Mr. Jones, according to our authori- 
ties, is about thirty-seven years 
of age. He is a small, slender, sallow-faced 
man with black hair and eyesand a black mus- 
tache, decidedly unclerical looking, but appa- 
rently fullofsnap and energy. His earnestness 
and personal magnetism impress all who come in 
contact with him. Much that has been said of 
his early follies is untrue. Be never gambled. 
He never keptasaloon. He was simply a noisy, 
frolicking. young fellow, too fond of liquor for 
his own good.

ILL-FATED FISHERMEN. 


Thelr Bark Run Down bys the City of Rome— 
The Fearful Particulars. 

New York, May 28.—The steamship City of 
Rome, which arrived here to-day reports that ou 
May 25th, at 4:30 p. m., during a dense fog, she 
collided with and sunk the French fishing ,bark 
George John, which was lying at anchor. S8he 
rescued two of the crew, but the remaining twenty 
two were lost, . 

The bark was struck about one hundred feet 
forward of th® stern on starboard side. Sheswung 
round and went down by the side of the steamer 
within one minute. People on the 
City of Rome saw a few barefooted 
Frenchmen rushing forward on the bark. The 
air was filled with theircries. Shrill excilmations 
of horror from the deck of the steamer, and the 


hoarse sounding of the steamer’s fog-horn, and 
then the bark wont out of sight. A few spars 
floated on the sea, and four men could be seen 
struggling in tue water. Life buoys were thrown 
te them, and as soon as possible the steamer was 
stopped and backed to where the bark had been, 
end two boats were lowered. By this time one of 
the four fishermen had sunk and two were cling- 
ing to the buoys. A third floated alongside the 
steamser supportiug himself by aspar. A pasgeu- 
ger called ont, “I will give £100 to any one who 
will save thst life.”’ Two boats were pulling for 
the men with buoys. The man on the spar was 
doubled up as though chilled by ice water. Sev- 
eral sailors prepared to jamp over the side, but 
they were prevented by Fourth Officer Arthur 
G. Lurner, whorigged a rope around his bodv, and 
taking another rope had himself lowered to the 
man, Turner succeeded in getting the ioop about 
the Frenchman’s arm and neck. Stropg arms 
puiled Lim hall way up the side of the boat, when 
the loop slipped over his head and he fell back 
into the water and sank out of sight. This man 
who cemeso uear being saved was the captain of 
the Jeanne, Joseph Bilandin. The 
steerage ] gers who landed from the City of 
Rome at Castic Garden, declared with one accord 
that the steamer was making at least fourteen 
kuots an bour when the Collision occurred.

TERRIBLE ‘STORM IN TEXAS, 


Waco Submerged,andthe River Still Ris- 
ing—The Cycione’s Destaciion, 

Waco, Texas, May 28.—The fiercest storm 
ever known in this vicinity raged last 
with thefury ef a tornado. Rain fell in 
sheets for several hours, completely deluging 
the city. Daylight revealed ‘a distreasing 


picture, for in addition to great damage to- 


property a.number of lives have been lost. 
By nine o’clock this morn- 
ing Waco creek had overflowed 
its banks, the swift current sweeping away a 
number of houses along its course. 

A building just south of the city limits, 
occupied by a German named T. H. Deiming- 


hoff with his wife and three 
children, was overwhelmed and the 
entire family drowned. Another building, a 
few feet away occupied py a family named 
Cameron was lifted from its foundation and 
completely demolished. The family narrowly 
escaped but lost everything. Two dwellings 
were carried down the stream sone distance 
before the occupants éscaped. 

Lower down on Waco creek over a dozen 
other houses were swept away and five out of 
eight bridges spanning the creek within the 
city limits are washed away. The wind blew 
with tremendous velocity, unroofing the ware- 
house of Lessing, Solomon, Rosenthali & Co., 
and damaging the stock trom $5,000 to $3,000. 
The roof of Cameron, Castles & Story’s build- 
ing was badly torn up, damaging their large 
stock. Several other roofs were blown oil. 

. By 8 o’clock this morning Brazos river had 
risen ten inches above the high water mark, 
end continued to rise during the day. By 
noon every one had deserted the overflowed 
districts in east Waco. That portion of thecity 
is cempletely inundated to-night, resulting 
in a loss of about $40,000. Not less than li fty 
houses are under water, twenty of which are 
bueiness houses.

EXECUTIVE ©LEMENCY 


Exercised in Behaif of Two Convicts--- 
The Reasons Agsigned in Each Case, 


Governor McDaniel has extended executive 
clemency to Andrew M. Nash, of Gwinnett 
county, by reducing his sentence of ten years 
for voluntary manslaughter to three years, 
and to William James, of Forsyth county, by 
reducing his sentence for assault with intent 
to murder from two years to sixteen months.

INSPECTING THE KAILROADS, 


The Legislative Sub-Uommittee on a Tour 
ef the Lines Over the State, 


At the last session of the legislature a reso- 
lution was passed authorizing a sub-commit- 
tee of the joint committee of the senate and 
house to inspect the various railroad lines in 
the state, and to submit a report to the general 
assembly at its next session. The party started 
from Macon on Tuesday of last week, and has 
traveled about 1,800 miles. They 
arrived in Aslanta yesterday 
at due o’clock on a special train from Augusta 
which came just ahead of the fast mail. There 
were in the party, Senators Falligant, Maddox 
and Johnston, of the senate sub-committee, ot 
which CaptainFalligant is chairman,and Rep- 
resentatives Gustin, Gordon, Hawkes, Esson, 
Arnheim end Dart of the house, of which Hon. 
Geo. W. Gustin, of Bibb, is chairman. Messrs 
Tate, of Pickens, McClendon, of Thomas, and 
Everett, of Polk, have been unable to be with 
the committee. 

The commitiee was accompanied by Presi- 
dent Raoul of the Central, and General Mana- 

er Haines, of the Savannah, Florida and 
Vestern railroad. They travel in Pull- 
man dining cars, and have had a com- 


fortaBle time of it. They started on 
their tour last Tuesday, going from 
Macon to Columbus over the Southwestern 


railroad. At Columbus the property of tae 
railroads and the yards were inspected, after 
which a trip was made down the Mobile and 
Girard and Mobile and Eufaula railroads to 
Eulaula. From Eufaula they went to Albany 
over the Southwestern. Leaving 
Albany - Thursday morning they 
inspected the Savannah, Florida 
and Western to Thomasville and Waycross. 
A return trip from Thomasville to Albany was 
made over the Brunswick and Western. The 
East Tennessee lines to Macon and thence to 
Brunswick were next inspected. From 
Brunswick a trip was made to Jacksonville and 
Savannah over the Brunswick and Western 
and the Savannah, Florida and Western lines. 
Three days were spent ‘in. Savannah 
in closely inspecting -.the terminal 
facilities of the Central and the Savannah, 
Florida and Western systems. All the exten- 
sive shops, wharves, and yards of these great 
roads were visited. From Savannah thecom- 
mittee went to Augusta, arriving there at noon 
Wednesday. They were shown around Au- 
gusta, taking a good look at all the railroads 
and shops there. They made , 
A VERY BRIEF STOP 
in Atlanta, remaining here only forty-five 


minutes. At 1:45 they went to Chatta- 
nooga on a special train, 
accom panied by Senator Brown, 


the president of the road. They will leave 
Chattanooga to-day by the East Tennessee, 
returning as tar as Austell, eighteen miles 
from Atlanta, which is the junction of the 
Georgia Pacific road, which line they will take 
to Birmingham, and will then return to At- 
lanta, reaching here Saturday night. They 
will spend Sunday in Atlanta and on Monday 
will go up the Air-Line, branching off on its 
various tributary lines, and making a trip to 
Tallulah falls. The entire trip will cover over 
2,500 miles and will engage the committee un- 
til the middle or last of next week. Atlanta 
will be the terminal point of the route. 

The committee will present a report on the 
condition of the various lines in the state 
which is expected. to be of great value to the 
legislature when it comes to discuss railroad 
legislation at its summer session.

THE RATE WAR TO END. 


MAJOR FINK ANNOUNCES PEACB 
AS HIS POLICY.

A Letter From the Receiver of the Hast Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railroad to Captain 
Raculofthe Osntral—What the Various 

allroad Men Know—A Senzgation. 


& 

Without official information oh either sub- 
ject Tgx Constitution feels authorized in an- 
nouncing two railroad sensations. 

It is believed that the railroad commission- 
ers in their report soon to be made to the gov- 
ermor will recommend the passage of a law 
authorizing the commissioners to make mini- 
mum as well as maximum rates. This idea is 
to guarantee equal advantages to all points 
and to prevent cuts that work injury to places 
that do not receive the benefit of the railroad 
wars. Another idea is to save the railroads 
from themselves. 

The next sensation is that the East Tennes- 
see is to take off its cut rates. 

AS TO THE CUT RATES. 

Yesterday a Constitttion reporter heard 
that the the East Tennessee had decided to 
take off the cut rates; that Mr. Ogden, who 
was in the city, was btterly against Mr. 
Wrenn’s war policy, and that the Savannah, 
Florida and Western had declined to join 
the East Tennessee in its cuts to Florida 
points. 

The reporter sought Mr. Ogden and found 
him at the East Tennessee office in the Kim- 
ball house. 

“T know nothing whatever of the matter,” 
hesaid. “Itis out of my line, and I do not 
keep up with it.” 

‘Is it true that you have expressed your- 
self strongly against Mr. Wrenn’s policy?”’ 

‘“‘ltis not. I manage my own aflairs, and 
have faith in Mr. Wrenn’s ability to manage 
his. I have not found fault with nis methods 
or his acts.’ 


THE SAVANNAH, FLORIDA AND WESTERN. 

Mr. Haines, of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western chanced to be at the Kimbail. He 
was found by a ConsTITUTION man and was 
esked: 

‘Is it true that your road has declined to 
join the East Tennessee road in cuts to Florida 
points ?’’ 

“I don’t know anything about it. I haye 
not been around headquarters right lately. 
We have a rate with the road for the month 
of May that expires by limitation in a day or 
two. Whether it will be renewed or not is a 
matter about which I know nothing. The 
passenger department is out of my line.’’ 

- A well posted railroad man was approached. 
He said: 

‘“‘All Il know aboutitI got in confidence. 
You will hear it in good time, I guess. All I 
can say is that there is something in the report 
that the cut rates are to be taken off.” 

ng G. A. Whitehead was approached and 
said: 

“I know absolutely nothing about the mat- 
ter.” 

THE REPORT VERIFIED. 

The reporter industriously followed the trail 
until he pecame satisfied that there was truth 
in the report. 

Yesterday the legislative committee that is 
inspecting railroads passed through the city. 
On board was Mr. Raoul, of the Central. Tae 
pee passed up the state road and was joined 

y Colonel R. A. Anderson, of the Western 
and Atlantic. Atter leaving Atlanta, Mr. 
Raoul showed to Colonel Anderson a letter 
from Major Fink stating that he had written a 
letter to Mr. Wrenn to cease: his passenger 
rate war. Colonel Anderson telegraphed the 
news back to the officers of the road and it got 
out. This information is direct and admits of 
no doubt. 

Mr. Wrenn is now in Columbus and as 
yet no rates have been taken 
except to Charleston and points 
in Florida. Nothing is known to Tue Constt- 
TUTION about the letter to Mr. Wrenn. He is 
not in Atlanta and could not beseen. The 
whole thing seems to be that the cutting is to 
cease very soon, at least to points beyond the 
Kast Tennessee’s own lines. The road will 
doubtless claim 

A DIFFERENTIAL RATE, 
which means a cheaper rate to cover the dis- 
advantages under which the road labors in the 
matter of terminal facilities. Heretofore the 


'yoads have declined to allow such a rate and 


declared they would meet any rate set by the 
East Tennessee. Tho East Tennessee people 
take the position that they must have busi- 
ness, and to secure it they must offer induce- 
ments to passengers. Mr. Wrenn will proba- 
bly be in Atlanta in a day or two and will be 
able to explain for himself. In the meantime 
there is nothing definite except the letter to 
Mr. Raoul. 


HIGHER RATES ALLOWED, 


The Railroad Coniniissten allows the Koads 
an Increase on Loca] Freights, 


Yesterday the railroad commission, after 
considering fully the application of the rail- 
roads for an increase on local rates, decided to 
give the following advances: 

For a distance of fifty miles and under au 
incgease or 25 per cent. 

For one hundred miles and over fifty, an 
increase of 20 per cent. 

For one hundred and fifty miles and over 
one hundred, 15 per cent. 

For two hundred miles and over one hun- 
dred and fifty, 10 per cent. 

For three hundred miles and over two hun- 
dred, 5 per cent. 

In distances over three hundred miles no in- 
crease is allowed. 

The following railroads have heretofore re- 


ceived an increase of twenty-five: per cent 
and are not included in the list 
of roads that receives’ the increase 


granted yesterday: The Louisville and Wad- 
ley, the Marietta and North Georgia, the El- 
berton Air-Line, the Hartwell, the Lawrence- 
ville, the Roswell, the Gainesville, Jefferson 
and Southern, and the Talbotton railroad. 

The rates may be better understood by a 
reference to the following table, which 
shows the rate asked, the rate granted and the 
old rateon a barrel of flour weighing 200 
pounds:

Closing Exercises of Spelman Seminary and 
the Atlanta Baptist Seminary. 


Yesterday the joint anniversary exercises of 
the Atlanta Baptist seminary and Spelman 
Baptist seminary occurred at Friendship Bap- 
tist church. One institution is for the educa- 
iton of colored women and one for colored 
men. 

_The services were opened at ten o’clock with 
singing by all the pupils, “Oh, Glorious 
Land.” The music was under direction of 
Professor E, H. Kruger, who is the musical 
instructor. After prayer by Rev. E. F. 
Golden, the female voices -.sang 
“Deys that are gone.” The following was the 
programme of speeches and essays, inter- 
spersed with music:

“Ithink that there issome misapprehension as 
to the disposition and purposes of the postofiice 
department. Very great responsibility has been 
put uponthe agentsof the people here, and it 
seems to me that it is essential to their ultimate 
approval and to the lasting welfare of the party of 
which we are members, that all adminutstrative 
action should be taken with the utmost care, after 

consideration, and with the 
attainable knowledge of all the 
which might roperly infiuence | 

The agents of the administration, in their 

Various positions, are new to their work, as are the 
members of the party throughout the country 
unused to the consideration or exercising of any 
function in public affairs. The democrats for 
many years have bad no part whatever in the pro- 
curement or enjoyment of federal offices, even of 
the most minor character.
